WASHINGTON, Dec. l l —The 
United States today prepared to 
throw further economic barriers 
in the path of Japan, while re­ 
ports persisted that the American 
Asiatic fleet is being reinforced. 
With sanctions scheduled to be 
imposed December 30 on impor­ 
tant iron and steel material* vital 
to the Nipponese, authoritative 
sources intimated that, as a pre­ 
cautionary 
measure, 
important 
moves are being made by the 
fleet from Hawaii or the Philip­ 
pines. 
An announcement regard­ 
ing warship movements is expect­ 
ed to come from fleet headquar­ 
ters in the Pacific as a climax to 
the extension of the anti-Japanese 
sanctions. 
President Roosevelt authorized 
the new sanctions as high govern­ 
ment officials studied new ways 
to increase aid to Britain after a 
conference in the office of Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau. 
Attending the conference were 
Federal Loan Administrator Jesse 
Jones. 
Undersecretary 
of 
the 
State Sumner Welles, Secretary of 
War 
Stimson, 
Army 
Chief 
of 
Staff George Marshall, Undersec­ 
retary of the Navy James For-

Morgenthau’s 
only 
statement 
was: 
“The purpose of this meeting 
was to bring this group of U. S. 
officials up to date on the infor­ 
mation which we have obtained 
from Sir Frederick Phillips, un­ 
dersecretary of the British treas­ 
ury.” 
Others Different 
Similar meetings in the past 
however were followed by new 
announcements of aid to Britain, 
such as the release of army bomb­ 
ers and the tjjade of America® 
destroyers for naval bases. 
Phillips, who flew to Washing­ 
ton to give this government a 
complete balance sheet of Eng­ 
land’s financial condition and war 
needs, is expected to confer with 
Morgenthau again soon. 
Meanwhile, Lord Lothian, Brit­ 
ish ambassador to Washington, 
prepared to broadcast a message 
to the TI. S. from Baltimore to­ 
night. 
High government officials 
are eagerly awaiting his address 
to determine whether he will elab­ 
orate on his pleas for more aid to 
Britain. 
Lord Lothian, when he 
recently returned from England, 
said 
that 
his 
country 
needed 
planes, ships, munitions and that 
it will soon need money. 
Present 
conferences 
between 
American officials are not be­ 
lieved to center around loans, but 
rather on means to step up de­ 
livery of war materials of all 
kinds to England, 
Export Permits Needed 
Directly aiding Britain also is 
this government's announcement 
that after December 30 licenses 
will have to be obtained for ex­ 
port of certain iron and steel prod­ 
ucts, such as armor plate, steel 
rails, wheels, barbed wire, pipes, 
nail, steel piling, tin plate, axels, 
castings and forgings. 
Specifical­ 
ly, the announcement said that all 
“iron ore, pig Iron, ferro alloys 
and certain iron and steel manu­ 
facturers And semi-manufactures’* 
will be placed on the licensing 
list. 
It also was made clear that the 
licensing will not apply to West­ 
ern Hemisphere nations or Great 
Britain. 
The restrictions of the 
vital steel products themfore are 
considered a blow to Japan. They 
follow this government's action in

scrap iron, gasoline, aircraft, am­

Superintendent George McDowell 
announced Wednesday. 
Should such youths reside in a 
district which has no high school, 
they may report to the superin­ 
tendent of the high school center, 
Superintendent McDowell said. 
Only male students who satisfy 
the following requirements are 
eligible to enroll in the Defense 
Training Program: 
1. Those 
who 
are 
seventeen 
years of age, but have not reach­ 
ed their twenty-fifth birthday. 
2. Those who are unemployed 
and registered with the State 
Employment Service at the time 
of selection for training, or who 
will agree to register before the 
completion of the training. 
3. C. C. C. enrollees and N. Y. A. 
project workers (exclusive of high 
school students). 
The maximum number of youth 
to be enrolled will depend upon 
the courses offered and the facili­ 
ties available, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the State Board for Vo­ 
cational Education. 
No vocational course will be or­ 
ganized for fewer than ten en­ 
rollees.

The 
public may wish to understand 
why such an apparently expen­ 
sive method is necessary. 
In the first place, it is not par­ 
ticularly expensive. In this mod­ 
ern way of doing it, the four by 
five plate film is arranged on an 
X-ray machine much like the film 
on a camera, and which costs 
about IO cents. 
Best Method 
These films are unquestionably 
the best method of detecting and 
eliminating cases of tuberculosis 
in the routine examination of 
large groups of people. Before the 
days of the X-ray we developed a 
fairly able technic by the use of 
the stethoscope. In the hands of 
those who are very skillful this 
will uncover many cases hut the 
percentage of error is about 25 
per cent in group examinations 
even when performed by the most 
skillful and experienced men. The 
use of the X-ray fluoroscope, that 
is to say, the screen which is used 
without taking a permanent pho­ 
tographic plate, shows an erro» 
of about 13 pcr cent as against the 
plate method. 
The X-ray plate detects all 
kinds of cases—-active, closed and 
inactive, and after this plate is 


examined other examinations will 
have to be made to see whether 
the case is active or inactive. 
Cost of Disease in Last War 
To come down to the question 
of the ultimate cost, it can be said 
that the elimination of every ^ac­ 
tive case of tuberculosis in drafted 
men would result in the saving of 
untold millions of dollars. The 
figures from the last war are 
staggering. Men were allowed to 
be inducted into the army with 
active tuberculosis. In the course 
of time they got sick and there 
was no way to prove they did not 
acquire the tuberculosis in serv­ 
ice. 
Under any circumstances, 
since tile Government accepted 
them, the Government was liable 
for compensation and for care. 
The operating cost of tubercu­ 
losis hospitals was sometimes, as 
in the year 1926, nearly $11,000,- 
000. In 1940, twenty years after 
the war was over, it was over 
$6,000,000. In 1922 there were 
over 10,000 tuberculous veterans 
in hospitals at the end of the 
fiscal year. In 1939 there were 
nearly 5,000. It is estimated that 
the total cost of tuberculosis dur­ 
ing and after the World War in 
compensation, hospitalization, in­ 
surance and vocaiional training 
has been $960,000,000.

It isn’t to be a melting pot pro­ 
cess.

Our states, too, are on an equal­ 
ity with one another. Some are 
bigger and more populous than 
others, but even New York, the 
biggest of the lot, doesn’t wag a 
little 
one, like Arizona, 
which 
doesn’t have as many representa­ 
tives in congress as the Empire 
commonwealth, 
but which 
does 
have just as many senators, and 
which can't be dictated to by Man­ 
hattan island, either. 
Germany, however, is to be the 
bub of the United States of Eur­ 
ope that “Mein Kampf” figures on.
